Cairo, inhabited principally by 
ne­ 
groes, revealed th e fact there are 
a g r e a t m a n y m ore w om en and chil­ 
d ren th a n were believed to have re­ 
m a i n e d in th e 'buildings. 
Most of 
th e m have cabin homes, which are 
a m o n g the oldest in th e city . They 
r e p r e s e n t witli the ir contents, all the 
e a r t h l y belongings of the ir owners. 
T h e houses have been occupied by 
th e negroes since s l a v e r y cattie to 
nit end, and they a re ju s t beginning 
to realize th a t the city is in 
the 
g r e a t e s t d an g e r of destruction that 
it has ever been.

I wonder if, a m ong the many read­ 
ers of the Journal, there are 
not 
some wito remember a term of school 
taught at Old Liberty school house, 
live or six mites west of 
Jackson­ 
ville and one-half mile 
south 
of 
where Markham now' stands, in the 
spring of 1849. 
I do 
not 
know 
where the teacher came from, where 
he lived, nor where he went; but, 
although I was a small boy at the 
time, his methods of discipline are 
impressed on my mind 
as 
moat 
peculiar and erankey. 
Old Liberty was a log 
structure 
furnished 
with 
rough 
wooden 
benches, made by boring four auger 
holes into a slab and inserting peg 
legs, and desks fashioned of 
six­ 
teen or eighteen inch plank hinged 
to each side wall. 
These were used 
for writing— one for the boys arid 
on e for the girls— and proposed in a 
horizontal position 
by 
unattached 
sticks. 
When not in use, the sticks 
were removed and the leaves drop­ 
ped flat against the wall. 
Near the 
door, wooden pegs were provided on 
which to hang wraps 
and 
lunch 
baskets. 
A flat cupboard not more 
than 
two feet deep was 
in 
one corner. 
One day the teacher shut 
Louise 
Taylor, a small girl, in that 
cup­ 
board; and the doors were sa thick 
an d tight-fitting t h a t her 
screams 
could he hut faintly heard in the 
room. 
.She was covered with pers­ 
piration and nearly exhausted when 
h e released her. 
An extremely large box stove oc­ 
cupied the middle of the floor; and 
th e tutor once attem pted 
to 
put. 
J o h n Letsum Killain, a chunk of a 
boy twelve or thirteen years old, in­ 
side the stove, in which there was 
no fire. 
John L etsum resisted, and 
they fought all over 
the 
room, 
throwing sticks of stover cod and 
badly disarranging 
the 
furniture, 
while other pupils huddled terror­ 
ized In one corner. 
TIU* 
leacher 
could get John L e tsu m ’s head to the 
stove but did not succeed in purling 
him inside; so he finally padd'ed tin 
boy all over with a ruler. 
I remember of him 
tying 
Hill 
Taylor'* 
thumbs 
together with a 
stout cord and hanging him by tie* 
thumbs on one of the pegs In th** 
wall. 
On 
an o ther 
occasion 
lie 
grabbed Hill by the hands and had 
him "hopping backward 
trying 
to 
save his bare toes from the' treed 
of his teacher’s big, hard-shod feet. 
There was a chair for the teach­ 
e r ’s use. 
He placed Betty Lee 
in 
t h a t chair one day and then hung it 
in a slanting position on the wall. 
T he child was In momentary danger 
of falling, and frightened nearly out 
of her wits. 
Upon catching six-year-old Willie 
Duckworth playing with 
a 
string 
which he had tied to his toe, Leon­ 
a r d took hold of the 
string 
and 
walked away, causing the little fel­ 
low to hop after him as he trailed 
around over the schoolroom. 
Another choice punishment 
with 
t h e teacher was to lay a boy’s head 
upon one bench, his feet upon a n ­ 
o th e r and prop him up in tile mid­ 
dle with a sharpened stick, 
I do not now recall 
all 
of 
his 
freak modes of chastisement; how 
ever, if this arrests the eye of any 
o th e r of th** forty, 
or 
fifty 
odd, 
'stu d e n ts who were under his tutel- 
age at that time, no doubt they can 
amplify the record from their own 
memories. 
There is cue thing sure, we didn’t 
t h in k a boy had any liberty (not­ 
withstanding 
the 
school’s 
name) 
a f t e r this teacher came. 
We never 
knew what he would do next. 
I be­ 
lieve we learned rapidly during hi^ ! 
school, hut at the time I thought th** 
only redeeming thing about him wa 
I 
ii is practice of giving pretty cards ! 
each week. 
The principal studies were read­ 
ing, writing, spelling and arithmetic. 
Spelling was the main thing. 
All 
afternoon of each F rid ay was spent 
in drills from Webster's speller. We 
would line up along tin* walls and 
spell up, spell down, trip spell 
all 
with syllable 
pronunciation. 
Our 
writing was done with 
gooseyuill „ 
pens, and ink made from poke I awry, 
- 
o a k ink-halls, or copperas water. 
At noon and recesses we 
would 
£ 
play sheep and 
wolf, 
rolly-hole, I; 
marbles, fox and geese; and ride on c 
a grapevine swing in a large elm. 
T h e vine would sometimes 
break 
i; 
a n d give one of us a hard fall hut 
V 
we never failed to fix it up again. 
Oeeassionally we would run off 
to vj 
w h ere Markham now is to see the A 
c a rs pass.
